— Owing 
to the very heavy rainfall ami the gen- 
erally disturbed cniiilition of comniuni- 
calioii with Ihe extreme front, it is well 
iii^-'h iiiiiiiossilile 10 secure any facts re- 
garding the niovenieiits of the troops 
who are now along the upper Vain river 
uceiipying the entreuchmeuta which tbo 
Knssiaii.s raised to chock the Japanese 
advance. ' 

There has been no fighting of any 
conseauence, nor Is th'ore likely to be a 
liu'lit if the present bad weather con- 
tiniii'S. The distance between the ad- 
vaiico and the sea base is also very 
great, but coniniiinication will .soon bo 
established at the mouth of the Yaln, 
it is cKpected, iind then joint movements 
may be looked for. The forward niove- 
ineut iiroved mm^h easier than had been 
e.vpeeleil. The Itussian rear guard fell 
back slowly before the ■Tiuiaiiese with- 
out lirin;: a shot. The advance was led 
by the .laiiaiiese cavalry, who had been 
advised to (i.xpecl a stern resistance at 
Wijii. This, however, did not prove the 
case, as the llussians abandoned their 
eutri nchinentg_fyand .retired before tho 
.Tapaneso weftf,jin sight oE the town, 
ami as their wdi^ships .already held tho 
sea approacdioR they became masters of 
the month of the "Talu. 

■The Unssians apparently either be- 
lieved that the Ja,iiaiicse were too strong 
to coutesl the territory with them, or 
el.se they never serio'.isly intended con- 
testing i'Coreaii soil. 11s they have made 
mi attempt .since the outbreak of the 
war to oiipose any movement that tho 
.Tii.i'.aiiese comiiiaiider lias undertaken. 
iWliatever their original nian, all of their 
troops aro now not only north of the 
.Yaln. 'but «omo difitauce removed from 
tho northern bonk into the interior of 
Ofanchnria. It begins to look ds thoiigh 
the object the Russians had in sending 
troons into Korea was to liamper as 
Tiiuch as possible tho forward move- 
■ments of the .Tajianese. It also seems 
certain that tho long ]>ropliOsied iiattle 
of the Yalu will never lake place unless 
(Jeneral Kiiropiitkin hurries his nrin.v 
corps info the field and attempts to drive 
the .Tainincse .hack .before the second 
arni.v. which is no being loaded on the 
transports at .Japanese ports secnreH a 
foothold on Korean soil. It would hard- 
ly seem to be good policy for tlio 'llns- 



siang to risk a battle now at .the Yaln. 
'By the Japanese controlling the mouth 
of the river they nro in a position to ha-i 

rass the right think of a Russian army 
ill ease of a battle. 

I believe that the Russians intend to 
encourage the .rapaiiese to march into 
:Mancliuria, hoping that they will bo bet- 
ter able to deal with them' when woak- 
ened by tho long march and the task ol^ 
Iirotectiiig an extensive line of coniinu- 
iiication. This is apparently foreseen 
)l)y the Japanese, as is evidenced hy 
their gallant effort to block the Port 
Arthur harbor entrance in order to bot- 
tle up the Russian fleet, thus reducing 
'the length of the line by permitting 
transports carrying troops and needed 
siipjdies to sail ii.p the Vain river allil 
de))osit the cargoes where most iieoded. 
II'"or .lapaii to maintain sea buses of this 
charaeler it is alisuliitely necessary that: 
liiissia have no .means of striking, and 
while the destroyer licet at I'ort Arthur 
can leave the harbor at will they cannot 
'lie established. 

It jnnst be remembered Mnit unless tlio 
Ifaiianese can secure their footing north 
<ir the Yalu by tlie establishment of .a 
new base by July, the next land move- 
ments in Korea will be made imposaible. , 
Already tho 'Work Of moTiug troops, 'can- 
non and supplies is almost imipossiblo. 
fTho rainfall bas been so heavy that all 
of tbo bridi;e.si over the countless 
streams in Korea, of the most flimsy 
character, being of bamboo, are being 
carried .away or left in such a weakened 
(•(jiiditiou that it will bo necessary to re- 
biiiid them before tlio.v can lie used. 
.Tho Cheng (Jheng river is now fipanned 
only by a 2(K)-yard jiontoon, which is 
ilikely to 'be rendered useless bift'ore 
long, owing to the rapidity with which 
the river is rising. Until August of 
last year tho rainfall in Xorthern Ko- 
rea totalled seventy-six inches and all of 
tho territory In the'Ticluity of. th^ Yalu 
was under water, Tliis shows that it is" 
not to tho advantage'Of either belliger- 
ents to engage iii a struggle simply for 
the honor of controlling the bank of 
the Y'alu. .... 

The Ihiesinns desiro to get the Japa- 
nese forces inland in tbo hope of in-' 
Tolving them; avIuIo tlie .Tapanoso de- 
sire to get inland hcciinse the cour,- 
try is more suitable for their ojiera- 
tion.s.^ As the time is short, what- 
ever is fo be done must be done now, 
and oiierntioiis of one sort or another 
therefore nuist be begun at once.

If ■snch a state- 
ment -was made by some civic oUlcial, 
he certainly did something wbicli sJiows 
that lie is unfitted to occupy an official 
|po^sition. There was evidently Bome- 
■tliiii;; of the kind oitlier state<l or .siij;- 
gested, because it iins been shown by 
the eridenco given in the Tolice Court 
that fiome forty Chinamen contributed 
live dollars dach to a pool, the contents 
,<)f wliich ^y(:lv devoted to tli<-' ]'aymont 
'of the fee* for the licenses. Now the 
ordinary citizen' will ask himself wheth- 
er this is n fiainple ol the manner in 
which the civic business is coiKhietcd 
and whellu^r tbc "white residents of Vic- 
toria are treat-ed b(.*er or worse than 
their Chinese neighbors. 
' While, as we have said, wo one ini- 
ipntes anythin;: ajrainst the personal in- 
te^'iity of ex-ilayor M-cCaudle.ss in re- 
gard to this matter, nor with the in- 
formation that/ is nt .present available 
jigainst any other civic ollleijil, it is im- 
pikstJible to avoiil tlii' ciiiii-liisinii that 
there is ■sninethiii;; very irn';.'alar in ilie 
•whole transaction. It is not a matter 
of much doubt Uiat the Cbiuese secured 
these licenses with the uiiderstandin;; 
that although liominnlly they were for 
"wholesale bii«ine.«s only, they conld sell 
liquor in any maniK'r that they mi^'lit 
dineil convenient and that the licenses 
would cover more dealers than those 
fjieeilically nuMitioned in the license 
papefs. In other words that they were 
u sort of permit to Cliintitown to carry 
on a liquor trnflic. We think the tes- 
timony given ill the Police Court fairly 
nnd fully t^nstains that view of the niat- 
itcr. Nothing conld ho nioro irre^'nlar, 
nor more unfair to the members of tho 
Licensed Vintners' Association and it 
••annot bo a matter of surprise that they 
should t:il;e the niatlcf up. Bill it is one 
iliilt yiRfi much further than the injury 
of nil}- particular trade or interest. It 
coucems tjio whole system of our mn- 
iiieipal ndministrution for if such irre^rn- 
Jarities exist in <ine department of the 
civic ;:overniiii'nt, it may be af^s'unuMl 
that otlnr departments «re not free 
froim them. While Mr. Sle'Can-dless has 
taken the proper course in dcmandiii;,' an 
invoptif-'atioii .so as to eniiblo liim to 
clear himself of any possible iiiijiiitation 
ngain.st hi«< personal and olllcial record, 
the citizens, in tli-e inlercst of A'ictoria 
and clean and clllcieiit civic administra- 
tion, should insist on' the lnvefitiy;ation 
liein;; thoroii^'h and complete. To assure 
the result being one that will be satis- 
factory .the iiivestijiation should be con- 
duct eil by some one in whom every ono 
will have tho most perfect confidence 
and who will sift the matter to tbc 
bottom.

Brifisii; tlib ■ (ibminanb ' race ' Ifl South 
Africa, fliould now bo <?nilcd on to hav- 
monizo the- viowH ami ambitions of tho 
two races and .cause the Dutch element 



to acquiesce in ttie result of the war, 
and fiottlo down as loyal subjects of the 
British Cro-n'n, is a strango ae-quol to 
the daj-a of 1803. Yet in some respects 
there Is no real difference between IDr. 
kTamcson's course then and what tnay be 
o.vpccted of Jiim "now in his new and im- 
portant, ollloc. Tho devoted follower 
and friend of Cecil Kiiodes, Dr. .Tamc- 
sou became thorouglily inibue<l with that 
frrent South African Imperialist's views 
and desires for tho future of British 
.South Africa, ile blundered when be 
thought lio <;ould accomplish what they 
both desired by tho raid, :Xow he lias 
tho grontOvSt opportunity that lie could 
(^eek for acoomplishing that aim. And 
iniin'obable as it may secmi, -wo think 
Unit Dr, .Taniesoii will yet .win tho con- 
fldeuce of the Bond nnd have no racial 
opposition from the Dutch element, ex- 
cept in tho ca.sc of a few extreme parti- 
sans. Tho <lays for opportunism littVO 
passed with tho retirement of one of 'the 
most euecesstnl boliovoi-s in snch a 
creed— «ir tiordon Sprigg, Now there 
'must be a <leJinite jpolicy; it must be 
clearly understood that the late war st-t- 
tled the question o£ supremacy, but has 
raised no obstacle to the Dutch having 
equality in every respect with their 
British neighbors.

In a mo.st tactful manner ho 
gave his opjioneiits credit for being as 
patriotic nnd as an.xious for the iater- 
esiM of tho country as wore ho. and his 
political supporters. It was only as to 
the methods liy "which that could be 
best sei-in-ed that they differed. The Pro- 
grest^ivts belived tlitit a.s a ]iart of tho 
British I'^miiire tho Colony -would i)ro.s- 
aier tho Tiiost, while the Bond thought it 
wouhl <lo just as well if separated, lie 
ilid not think his opponents had a desire 
i to ffce separation fiom the Empire, but 
they were iiKiilTereiit.

Tliese vessels were ^seized iiwtiy liack 
in the earl.y nineties. Six claims -were 
dispnled. Others were disposed ot lU'ter 
mneli correspondence iind considerable 
negotititions, lasting over years. A eoni- 
jiiissiun wa.s aiipointed to meet in iJjtin- 
don to endeavor to tirrive iit .some agree- 
ment in regard to these claims. 

The result of the labors bavo been 
that tho lUiKsiau commissioner .bus 
agreed to report to bis goycrument in 
favor of giving a luniip sum for two of 
the seized boats btit not to recognino tho 
other four. However, if a sum is ac- 
cepted for two it must dispose of all 
boats seizi'd. Tlie commissioner does 
not say that the Russian goverunient 
will iiay the .'iinount, but merely that ho 
will reeonimcnd it. 

The six vessels were pnt in three 
elassi'S by Ititswians. 'Kirst two were 
warned liy a Rntvsian gunboat not to 
fish, and theroforo jiothiiig wotild be 
iillowod for prospective damages.
